The grim, swiftly flowing Saskatchewan, which has already taken toll of several human lives this 
year, was responsible for the mcst terrible drowning tragedy in the city’s history yesterday evening, 
when a forty horse-power gasoline launch struck a boom abutment about two or three hundred yards 
below the low level bridge, partly filled with water through a gaping rent in its right bow, and then 
capsized and precipitated the seven cccupants into th> raging torrent, only one escaping with his life. 

Five of the six victims are well-known Edmonton people, three of them being ladies. There were 
Mr. Roden C. Hooper, a ycung man of twenty-four, with the full promise of brilliant attainment before 
him, for over a year. the able manager of the Marshall-Wells Alberta Company, Limited; and Earl 
Meredith, aged twenty-nine, wholesale superintend«nt of the same company, who were drowned in a 
plucky and vain endeaver to save the lives of their wives; Mrs, Case, wife of E. J. Case, accountant 
in charge cf the west end branch of the Imperial Bank, a charming young lady of twenty-four; and 
Robert Patton, the engineer of the launch, a young mechanic of twenty years of age. Mr. Case, the 
husband of Mrs. Case, was able to cling to the upturned boat, and was finally saved by James Dunn, 
an employee of the Radway Dredging Company, who put off from the north bank in a rcw boat. He 
was the only one who was s-ved, although repeated attempts were made to rescue tho others by Thos. 
T. Grady, the joint owner of the launch, and others. 

Mrs. Hooper's aze is given as twenty, and Mrs. Meredith's as twenty-nine. 


Mr. Case, who was 


saved, is twenty-eight. 
WAS STRONG SWIMMER 
Mr, Hooper is described as a terrifically strong swimmer, and it is believed that he sacrificed his 
life in a praiseworthy attempi to save the life ofhis young wife, whom he married only a year and a 
half ago. A pathetic part of the tragedy is that Mr. and Mrs. Meredita and Mr. and Mrs. Case are ail 
newly married, Mr. and Mrs. Meredith being united only last week in Calgary, and Mr .and Mrs, Case 
but a short month ago. All the victims, except Robert Patton, tho engineer, are related by marriage. 


The tragedy descended upon the fair young lives of tae victims with terrible suddenness. Only 
at seven o’clcck, not two hours before they went to their doom, the principals of the merry little boat- 
ing party had dinner together at the Cecil hotel, They had chatted gaily during the meal, the spirits 
of the newly-married couples, the wedding bells stil! ringing in thzir ears, being esnecially buoyant and 
care-free. There was not a cloud on the horigon, In the words of Byron, ‘‘eyes looked jove to vy%s 
bell.’’ | 

LITTLE THOUGHT OF FUTURE 

» Little they recked of the impending funeral knell and the awful silence of death. They reached the
